Holidaysburg, Pa., April 13.—Frank 
G. Carroll, alias Wilson, the confessed 
bandit, who robbed the Union hank 
at Altoona, Pa., and shot Cashier A, 
P. Rupert and Pennsylvania Railroad 
Foreman W. E. Blackburn on March 
23, wriggled through a window barely 
a foot in width opening into his cell 
in the Blair county jail in this city 
Saturday night, climbed up the orator 
wall to the roof and swung to the 
street below by means of a 40-foot 
rope, which he had fashioned from 
his bed coverings. 
Reaching the street, he walked to 
the district attorney’s office, opposite 
the court house, and scrawled with 
chalk under a window this parting 
message: 
“See me later.—F. G. 
Near-by residents said a motor car 
was stationed close to the

midnight and that the prisoner was 
aided in making his escape. 
The greatest vigilance 
had

exercised in guarding Carroll.

Tin* facts narrated will no doubt be 
news to many citizens of this county 
who, not possessing silos of their own 
or very definite knowledge about this 
utility, are not informed as to the 
rapid growth of silo sentiment. 
For some time Farm Adviser S. M. 
Jordan has meditated the selection of 
a date to he observed as “Silo Day” 
in Pettis county, to assemble all pres­ 
ent aud prospective silo owners, like­ 
wise the representatives of the vari­ 
ous types of silos now’ on the m ar­ 
ket, for a full and general informal 
discussion of the utility of silage and 
to permit those “silo drummers” to 
each present the alleged 
merits 
of 
their respective silos, the purpose be­ 
ing to disseminate valuable informa­ 
tion and popularize this modern re­ 
tainer of “cow kraut,’* “calmed pas­ 
ture,” “bottled succulence,” and va­ 
rious other designations given it. 
Plans for “silo day” are being work­ 
ed out and will be ready for publica­ 
tion soon. 
It is possible that two or 
three preliminary meetings will be 
held in different parts of the county, 
with a round-up in Sedalia about May 
16. 
The various silo manufacturers and 
agents will be given ample advance 
notice to enable them to display mod­ 
els, if they so desire, and present the 
good points of their wares and it is 
nossible that the process of erection 
filling, etc., may be depicted by mov 
ing- picture machines. 
The silos now' in existence in this 
county saved for their ow’iiers thou­ 
sands of dollars in feed bills during 
the past winter, and, were every farm 
in the county so equipped, the vastly 
increased worth of the feed produced 
would be almost beyond computation.

The last avenue of hope

fire their execution, when 
Governor 
Giynn refused to grant a stay, pend­ 
ing the second 
trial 
of Lieutenant 
Charles Becker, who was convicted 
ii the lower court of having plotted 
Ile murder of Herman Rosenthal to 
prevent him from making graft reve­ 
lations to District 
Attorned 
’Whit­ 
man. 
The court of appeals, in reversing 
the decision 
for 
Becker, 
declared 
Itself unconvinced 
that 
he had di­ 
rected the murder, 
but 
upheld the 
verdict of the lower court that 
the 
four gunmen 
had 
been the instru­ 
ments. Motions for a new* trial, 
on 
the ground of new* evidence, 
made 
by their attorney, wore denied, 
and 
they were sentenced 
to die during 
the week of April 13. 
Pleaded in Vain to Glynn. 
Four days before their execution a 
delegation of New York rabbis vis­ 
ited Governor Glynn and pleaded in 
vain with him to postpone the execu­ 
tion until after the 
second 
trial of 
Decker. The governor remained fixed 
bi the opinion that 
lie had already 
expressed—that Becker’s guilt or in­ 
nocence could in no way affect the 
guilt of the gunmen, who had been 
judged guilty by two courts.

thal.

he were not 
guilty they must be set free.

news crushing hope of this nature, 
i as announced by the 
warden, 
was 
received with stoical calmness. 
The crime for which the four gun­ 
men paid the death penalty started a 
wave of police 
reform,

the ripples have not

subsided. 
Throughout the revelations made at 
the time and 
subsequestly

How Gambler Was Killed. 
Rosenthal was shot down early on 
the morning of July 16, 1912, in front 
cf the Hotel Metropole, In the heart 
of the Tenderloin. 
On receiving an 
announcement from a man who came 
into the hotel he walked

fell dead before a fusillade of bullets. 
Hie murderers leaped into
